A spectacular blaze that drew 
hundreds of spectator's lining route 
173 about a mile east of U.S. high- 
way 45 last Thursday evening des- 
troyed a large barn and milk shed 
on, the Lawrence Loecher farm.- "' 

Nearly 50 head of cattle were 
saved but milk plant equipment, 
hay, straw and oats were lost in the 
blaze that did damage estimated by 
Loecher at $75,000 to $100,000. 

The 40 by 80 foot barn about three 
stories tall burned to the ground as 
did a milk shed to the east of the 
barn. 

Two small sheds and a house were 
saved by crews from Antioch and 
Newport fire departments. 

Two Antioch trucks and crews 
were the first on the scene, setting 
up hose lines to protect nearby prop- 
erty and preventing the spread of 
the fire to other buildings. 

Newport firemen arrived later 
and spent the night keeping watch 
on the burning embers that flared 
up through much of the night. 

The farm is located in Newport 
Township, fire chief Ed Simonsen 
of the Antioch department explain- 
ed. However, Antioch was the first 
department called and responded 
without question. * 

The farm's phone is in the An- 
tioch exchange. 

Loecher discovered' the fire about 
5:30 p.m. last Thursday while he 
and his two sons, Larry 18, and 
Lee, 17, were dofng the milking. He 
said he glanced up the hayloft and 
saw the whole mow ablaze. 

The trio, helped by Mrs. Loecher, 
removed the cows from their stan- 
chions safely but heat was so in- 
tense by then nothing else could be 
saved.

How- 
ever; George Boyd of your Public 
Works Department was present dur- 
ing this inspection of the sewage 
treatment facilities. _ 

As you recall,, in our letters of 
August 4, 1958 and June 16, 1999, 
we directed your attention to the 
need for expansion of the sewage 
treatment plant to meet the increas- 
ing population in the Village of 
Antioch.. 

The present estimated population 
of the Village of Antioch, we un- 
derstand, is approximately 2200 
persons. Flows to the plant have 
averaged in excess of '200,000 gpd. 

Also. a considerable load is placed 
on the sewage, treatment works by 
the discharge of approximately 
40,000 gallons- per day of wastes. 
high in Bio-Chemical Oxygen De- 
mand from the Willowdale Dairy. 

The existing sewage treatment fa- 
cilities were designed to serve an 
equivalent population of 1800 per- 



sons at an average daily flow of 
180,000 gallons per day. 

.Our engineer's report Indicates 
that all units of the sewage treat- 
ment plant are overloaded ; however, 
through the efforts of your plant 
operator, Mr. Maplethorpe, a satis- 
factory effluent is still being dis- 
charged to Sequoit Creek. 

However, it appears that the Ira- 
hoff tank arid intermittent sand fil- 
ters, judging from their rapid, de- 
terioration, will be of little value 
In the hear future. J , 

Also, the sand filters tare taken 
out of service, during the colder 
months which will very likely re- 
sult in the discharge 'of an unsatis- 
factory effluent to. the^recelving 1 
stream. ' v . 

..In view of -these conditions, we 
wish to advise that this Board, will . 
not issue permits for additional sani- 
tary sewer extensions in the Village 
of Antioch until final plans for 
plant expansion to adequately serve 
the present and future population 
are submitted and approved. 

Should you have further question 
regarding this matter or regarding 
the operation of the sewage treat- 
ment works, please call directly 
upon us or upon the Engineers 
assigned to our Chicago office at

We also urge that continued and 
increased emphasis be placed on the 
elimination of excessive amounts of 
storm water infiltration which enter 
the sanitary sewer system during 
and after rains.
